The heavy movemert of grain for the
tremendous crop of the present year
has been tempororily delayed by the fin-
ancial sitnation, but is now on, and the
months of November and December will
make the record shipments of all his-
tory, There are twenty-three vessels in
Portland Harbor at this time, including
steamers and sailing eraft, and their
principal eargo will be grain and flour.
The equipment in Puget Sound ports is
similar to that here. A few months
must of necessity make the financial
situation in this part of the United
States better than it ever has been be-
fore, and in the face of figures such as
these it is impossible for anyone to pre-
seny intonvenience as to actual cash,

The substantial condition of the Paei-
fic Northwest is illustrated in a most
convineing way by the wheat and flour
shipments of Columbia River and Puget
Sound ports. For the ten months be-
ginning Jaouary Ist and ending October
Alst, there were exported from Portland
and Puget Sound ports (including Seat-
tle, Tacoma and other points,) a total
of 8,803,480 bushels of wheat, and a tot-
al of 3,561,726 barrels of flour. The ex-
act figures are,

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Astoria Business Men Listen and
« Discuss Plans,

——

EXPRESS MUCH ENTHUSIASM

Project Thoroughly Practical and Will
Not Cost Enormous Sum — Engineer
Heganit Presonts Plans — Prominent
Citiseny Express Their Opinions,

About 30 of the leading taxpayers and
husiness men met yesterday aftarnoon
in the offies of the Chamber of Com.
merce at the invitation of the promo:
ton committee to hear what Civil En-
gineer G. B, Hegardt, of Portland, had
o say upon the important subject of
building a seawall for Astoria.

To say that those who were present
became  enthusiastie over the subject
would be putting the oase very millly
indesd.

“It was the most satisfactory meeling
1 ever saw on (his or any uther subject
in Astorin,” sald Bremen Van Dusen.

“It is so simple that 1 am surprised
that everybody in Astoria did not think
of it 50 years ago. 1 see now that any-
body can be a great engineer. 1 am in
favor of dolng this work as soon as
possible and 1 know of nothing now
standding in the way but finwncial con-
ditions which will presently be in shape
agwin,” said Mr. G. C. Fulton,

These were only a few of the expros.
sions (hat were heard on all sides dur
ing the meeting or a'ter it was over.
President Weleh of the Chamber of Com-
merce who has been an enthusinatie sup:
porter of the seawall Proposition for
many years sald he was thoroughly in
accord with Mr. Hegardt's plans and
everyotie of them could most easily be
eardded  out,  Mayor Wise sald he
thought that the great seawall proposi
tion had now bLeen started in the right
dirsction and in a practical manner,

The three important points thay were
brought out by Mr. Hegardt's informal
remarks and which deserve to be re-
membered by all Astorians, are:

1—The approximate cost of the sea-
wall will be 85 per running foot or
about $100.000 per mile.

2—The cost of filling as near as It
can be roughly estimated ag this time
will be about #400 per lot. These are
the two vital points that taxpayers fimst
want to know.

3—The filling-in and seawall proposition
may and most probably will be a spving
of money over present conditions,

After Mr. Hogarde had thoroughly ex-
plained his plan and after all presont
tad freely interroguted him concerning
it, President Welch put the following
motion: !

“Moved, That the City Council be
petitioned to instruct City Engineer A.
8. Tee to prepare the data for this sea.
wall and filing-in proposition as M.
Hegardt may ask for it."

Mr. I, L. Parker seconded the motion
and it was put by Mayor Wise and most
heartily carried. Mayor Wise offered
the remark that he would do everything
in his power to assist through the city
officials towards the end the resolution
sought. Dr. W. C. Logan, president of
the oity council also expressed his de-
sire to be of every possible assistance.

Mr, Herganlt explained that it would
take at least thrée months to prepare
all of the data and plans, which work
conld be carvied on now to a beter ml-
vantage because financial conditions
limited efforts in many other directions.
After the plans have been perfected by
city Engineer Tee and Engineer Hegardt
the next step will be the drafting of a
bill to be voted on by the people of
Astoria either at regular or a special
election. Mr, G. C. Fulton stated that
the legislature had nothing to do with
the proposition aml that it was one in
which the people of Astoria alme were
interested. While he did not believe
that financial conditions wurranted the
taking hold of any tax or bond questions
vigorously at this time, he believed that
by the time the next election rolled
around we ought to bave everything in
shape to vote on this important proposi-
tion twhich means so much for Astoria.

The third very important point lrought
out during the discussions and which has
plready been mentioned that it was pos.
sible and probable after City Engineer
Tee has prepared the data, Mr, Hegurdt
would require it would be found, calou-
lating upon a 50 years' {ax, that the
seawall proposition s Mr, Hegardt pro-
posed it, would be one through which
the property owners of Astorla’ would
save money compared swith the present
high rates of Insufance and 'cost of
maintaining superstructure, was a most
telling one.

At the conclusion of the meeting n
hearty vote of thanks was wnanimously
tendered Mr, Hegardt,

When thay time does come we
have in Astoria some of the ablest legl
minds of the stale who will doubtiess be
competent to create an Instrument that

“What we want to do now s to how
Mr, Hegardt, Doubtless, besides his plan
for filling in the piled portion of the
city, he has and will expross his jdeas
aa to have the money for carrying them
